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UVING  HARMONY 

This  is  the  letter  which  was  written  to  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  by  London  Yearly  Meeting,  and  which  had 
so  great  effect  upon  the  recent  sessions  in  Salem.  We 
think  it  should  be  shared  by  all.— Ed.

To  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends: 

Dear  Friends, 

In  forwarding  to  you  the  Epistle  from  our 
Yearly  Meeting,  we  would  like  to  thank  you  for 
your  greetings.  It  was  good  to  have  not  only 
your  Epistle,  quoted  in  our  opening  session, 
but  also  two  members  of  your  Yearly  Meeting. 
It  is  these  personal  links  between  our  differ- 
ent Yearly  Meetings  that  will  most  help  us  as 
a world  community  to  achieve  ( in  your  words ) 
“a  genuine  harmony  in  our  seeking  together  de- 
spite the  disparity  in  our  backgrounds  and  our 
ages.” 

This  harmony  we  discovered  in  a particularly 
memorable  way  as  we  met  together  last  Nov- 
ember for  a speeial  Yearly  Meeting  to  consider 
and  approve  a revision  of  our  “Book  of  Faith  and 
Practiee,”  and  we  would  like  to  share  our  ex- 
perience that  the  living  harmony  is  found  by 
stating  and  facing  differences  and  seeking  to 
transcend  them  rather  than  by  pretending  that 
they  do  not  exist.  In  the  words  of  Edward 
Grubb,  a well-loved  member  of  this  Yearly 
Meeting  writing  nearly  fifty  years  ago,  “We 
do  not  want  the  invertebrate  good-fellowship 
that  has  no  grasp  of  essential  principles,  no 
sense  of  the  difference  between  truth  and 
error;  we  need  to  be  built  up  together  on  the 
strong  foundation  of  the  love  of  God  revealed 
in  Jesus  Christ.”  May  you  know  that  love  as 
you  gather  once  again  for  your  Yearly  Meeting.

TEENAGE  FRIENDS  ADVENTURE  TO  HAWAII 

Thirteen  teenagers  seleeted  for  the  1960  Ad- 
venture to  Hawaii  returned  to  California  on 
September  6 after  5/2  happy  weeks  of  camping, 
hiking,  intervisitation  with  Friends,  and  fellow- 
ship with  rural  people  of  Hawaii.  The  group, 
composed  primarily  of  junior  and  senior  high 
students,  assembled  near  Modesto  on  July  29 
at  the  home  of  Dottie  and  Ken  Stevens  (Delta 


Meeting),  leaders  of  the  adventure.  Three  days 
were  spent  in  becoming  acquainted  with  one 
another  as  a family  unit,  sharing  in  the  group 
chores,  and  teaching  each  other  about  Hawaii 
from  knowledge  gained  in  summer  reading  on 
specific  topics.  Delta  Meeting  Friends  joined 
in  for  an  evening  of  fellowship  and  worship 
along  with  the  John  Way  Junior  High  group 
which  stayed  overnight  on  its  way  to  the  Hoopa 
Indian  Reservation. 

After  flying  to  the  Island  of  Oahu  the  group 
“camped”  for  one  week  at  the  Honolulu  Friends 
Center,  being  joined  there  by  Renda  Lindley  of 
Honolulu  Meeting  who  served  as  the  third  staff 
member.  Sharing  in  worship  and  fellowship  with 
Honolulu  Friends,  the  group  also  took  hikes  and 
bus  rides  to  the  University  of  Hawaii,  Bishop 
Museum  of  Polynesian  History,  two  Buddhist 
temples,  M.-moa  Falls,  and  other  points  of  cul- 
tural or  scenic  interest. 

The  next  3M  weeks  were  spent  on  the  Island 
of  Kauai  in  lovely  Hanalei,  where  the  warmth 
and  generosity  of  the  rural  people  of  this  little 
interracial  community  surpassed  anything  ever 
before  encountered  by  the  young  people.  Hik- 
ing and  camping  in  the  beautiful  valleys,  swim- 
ming at  idyllic  Hanalei  beach,  becoming  better 
acquainted  with  the  life  of  the  local  people 
through  church,  home,  play  and  work,  the  group 
departed  with  the  unanimous  hope  of  returning 
somehow,  someday. 

A final  five  days  were  divided  between  camp- 
ing on  Oahu  and  back  again  at  the  Friends 
meeting  house. 

The  group  enjoyed  worship  and  intervisita- 
tion with  both  Delta  and  Honolulu  Friends, 
services  with  and  singing  in  the  choir  of  the 
Hanalei  Hawaiian  Church,  silent  meditation 
and  worship  along  the  way,  and  discussions  from 
time  to  time.  The  religious  high  point  of  the  en- 
tire trip,  however,  was  a special  meeting  of  the 
group  alone  with  Gilbert  Bowles  as  he  lay  in  his 
sick  bed,  at  age  90,  so  frail  of  bod\'  and  so  \ ery 
strong  of  spirit.  Greeting  each  student  indi\  idu- 
ally  with  a warmth  and  radiance  that  immedi- 
ately melted  away  the  “barrier”  of  approximate- 
ly 75  years  age  difference,  Gilbert's  soaring  spirit 
swept  the  group  into  the  penetrating  depths 
of  a living  silence  ont  of  which  his  \oice  arose 
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in  brief  but  beautiful  prayer  speaking  directly 
to  the  condition  of  the  group.  This  was  Sunday 
evening  September  4th.  So  far  as  is  known  to 
the  writer  this  may  have  been  the  last  “Friends 
meeting”  in  which  Gilbert  ministered,  as  was 
his  faithful  practice  through  the  years,  to  the 
hearts  of  young  people,  whom  he  dearly  loved, 
for  six  days  later  his  spirit  was  released  from 
temporal  restrictions.  In  the  written  words  of 
one  of  the  students,  “I  don’t  think  I’ll  ever  for- 
get the  feeling  of  joy  and  peace  I experienced  the 
night  I met  him.”

INTRODUCtNG  OUR  NEW  MEETINGS 

Calgary 

Since  the  autum  of  1952  Calgary  Friends  have 
been  meeting  regularly  for  worship  and  to 
transact  business.  For  most  of  that  period  the 
group  has  had  formal  status  as  a Preparative 
Meeting  of  Vancouver  Monthly  Meeting.  Actu- 
ally Calgary  Friends  were  organized  as  a 
Monthly  Meeting  from  1908  until  1925.  Friends 
who  were  members  in  those  days  have  lived 
in  Calgary  ever  since  and  have  maintained  an 
interest  in  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  So- 
ciety. William  and  Blanche  Hobson,  members 
of  Calgary  Meeting  in  the  1920’s,  attended  the 
first  meetings  in  1952  and  have  taken  an  active 
part  since  then. 

At  present  there  is  a stable  core  of  about  six- 
teen members  and  attenders,  sometimes  aug- 
mented by  welcome  visitors  from  England, 
Australia,  and  other  parts  of  the  world.  Meet- 
ings for  worship  have  been  sources  of  spiritual 
enrichment.  The  Hobsons  and  other  Calgary 
Friends  have  travelled  in  Western  Canada  and 
the  United  States,  enjoying  visits  at  Yearly  and 
Half-Yearly  Meetings  and  with  individual 
Friends.  Practical  concerns  for  peace  and  dis- 
armament, for  brotherly  action  toward  minori- 
ties and  refugees,  and  for  the  growth  of  the 
community  of  good  will  have  originated  in  the 
meetings  for  worship  and  business.  Among  the 
projects  supported  by  the  Meeting  have  been 
assemblies  on  nuclear  disarmament,  an  an- 
nual School  of  Religion,  projects  to  aid  refugees 
here  and  abroad,  and  a plan  to  show  support 


for  the  United  Nations  by  contributing  a vol- 
untary amount  of  2%  of  taxable  income  by  those 
families  or  individuals  who  wished  to  partici- 
pate. Members  have  had  a special  interest  in  the 
B.C.  work  camp  for  migrant  fruit  pickers,  led  by 
Barbara  Bachovzeff,  and  in  local  projects  with 
refugees  and  Indians.  In  1957,  Edmonton  and 
Calgary  Friends  inaugurated  an  annual  May 
Meeting  of  Prairie  Friends  v/hich  has  proved 
valuable. 

Although  growth  in  membership  has  not  been 
rapid,  the  Meeting  has  been  happy  to  welcome 
to  the  Society  several  good  attenders.  Unfor- 
tunately some  of  these  have  moved  away.  We 
hope  that  they  will  return.  This  fall  Friends 
have  moved  to  Calgary  from  Edmonton;  they 
will  be  welcome. 

This  May  Prairie  Friends  supported  the  sug- 
gestion that  Calgary  Friends  seek  status  as  a 
Monthly  Meeting.  The  change,  which  had  been 
under  eonsideration  for  several  years,  was  re- 
quested this  summer;  both  Canadian  Yearly 
Meeting  and  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  have 
granted  the  request.  Temporarily  Edmonton 
Friends  intend  to  function  as  a Preparative 
Meeting  under  Calgary’s  care.  Soon,  it  is  hoped, 
they  too  will  feel  ready  to  become  a Monthly 
Meeting.  We  must  pray  and  work  for  the  spiri- 
tual growth  in  these  Meetings  which  will  make 
them  useful  members  of  the  Christian  commun- 
ity.

Sacramento 

The  Sacramento  Meeting  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  was  granted  independent  status  by  Pa- 
cific Yearly  Meeting  in  August,  1960. 

The  present  Meeting  was  started  in  May, 
1954,  by  five  concerned  persons.  For  a time  it 
was  very  small,  then  it  started  to  grow.  When 
the  Meeting  moved  to  its  present  location  at 
2620  Twenty-first  St.,  in  February,  1960,  the 
rate  increased  rapidly. 

We  have  eighteen  members  and  about  an- 
other half  dozen  who  come  with  considerable 
regularity.  Our  average  attendance  is  fifteen, 
with  ten  or  twelve  in  the  Sunday  School.  The 
building  in  which  we  meet  is  a settlement 
house,  but  loeated  in  a good  part  of  town.  It 
has  plenty  of  room  for  us  for  some  time  to  come. 
Sunday  School  and  meetings  for  worship  are 
held  at  10  a.m.,  followed  by  an  hour’s  discus- 
sion at  11  a.m.  Business  meetings  are  on  the  4th 
Sunday. 

Our  special  concerns  are  the  peace  testimony, 
abolitioir  of  capital  punishment,  work  with  leg- 
islators through  the  Friends  Committee  on  Leg- 
islation, and  visitation  to  one  of  the  inmates  of 
Folsom  Prison.  We  have  collected  clothing  and 
the  children  have  sent  kits  of  various  kinds  to 
the  Service  Committee.  We  usually  sponsor  one 
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regional  meeting  for  the  AFSC  each  year,  and 
frequently  one  for  FCL,  too.  We  belong  to  the 
local  Council  of  Churches  and  the  California— 
Nevada  Council  of  Churches. 

This  is  the  second  time  there  has  been  a 
meeting  on  the  basis  of  silence  in  Sacramento. 
Started  in  1938,  the  earlier  Meeting  was  laid 
down  in  1944.  Mabel  Pond  Adams  was  clerk  of 
this  Meeting. 

We  are  always  happy  to  have  visitors  from 
out  of  town.

This  request  had  been  approved 
by  its  parent  Meeting,  University  Monthly  Meeting.  Both 
Meetings  expressed  their  sense  of  warm  bonds  between 
the  two  groups,  and  University  Meeting  felt  encour- 
aged by  the  growth,  in  nmnbers  and  also  in  spiritual 
stature,  of  the  Eastside  Meeting.  With  great  satisfac- 
tion, the  Half-Yearly  Meeting  granted  the  request  from 
Eastside,  and  welcomed  the  Friends. 

Harold  Carson  led  the  discussion  on  the  reports  on 
the  “State  of  the  Meeting.”  It  was  agreed  that  such 
reports  should  be  divided  into  two  parts:  the  spiritual 
health  of  the  Meeting,  and  statistics  and  other  facts 
and  events. 

Irwin  Hogenauer  and  Floyd  Schmoe  shared  their  con- 
cerns on  implementation  of  the  peace  testimony.  After 
meeting  for  worship  on  Sunday,  held  in  the  Y.M.C.A. 
chapel,  we  were  fortunate  in  having  Agnes  Coggeshall 
of  Philadelphia  to  speak  about  teaching  in  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  Society  of  Friends. 

The  Young  Friends  (which  includes  Friends  from 
Oregon  Quarterly  Meeting  as  well  as  those  from  North- 
west Half-Yearly  Meeting)  held  their,  own  meetings 
with  Terry  Dodd  as  clerk.  They  joined  the  adult  group 
for  the  Saturday  evening  session,  explaining  their  plans 
to  send  one  or  two  of  their  number  as  representatives 
to  the  Quaker  Peace  Pilgrimage  to  Washington  Novem- 
ber 12,  13.  They  had  chosen  Jerrie  Lou  Wilson  of 
Lyons,  Oregon,  as  their  representative,  with  Carl 
Thatcher  of  Eugene  as  alternate.  Jean  Prideaux  of 
Lyons,  Oregon,  is  also  planning  to  attend.  The  Half- 
Yearly  Meeting  was  in  full  accord  with  these  plans  and 
was  able  to  assist  by  a moderate  financial  contribution. 

The  next  Half-Yearly  Meeting  session  will  be  held  in 
Victoria,  B.  C.,  the  week  end  following  Easter.  The 
next  session  of  the  Young  Friends  Half-Yearly  Meeting 
is  in  Portland,  Oregon,  in  May.

From  the  memorial  minute,  September  6,  1960:  “A 
convinced  Friend,  Edith  first  was  a member  of  Orange 
Grove  Meeting  and  later  became  one  of  the  founders  of 
Santa  Monica  Meeting.  Except  for  a brief  interlude 
she  served  as  clerk  of  our  Meeting  from  the  time  of 
its  founding  until  her  last  illness.  Her  commitment  to 
Friends  extended  from  her  devoted  leadership  of  our 
Meeting  to  active  service  in  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  the 
Friends  International  Center  (now  Westwood),  and 
other  Quaker  activity.

“The  sense  of  loss  is  heavy  with  us,  yet  it  is  ex- 
ceeded by  a deeply  felt  gratitude  for  her  life.  She 
gave  of  herself  fully  from  what  seemed  to  all  a life 
lived  near  the  Center  and  rooted  in  a love  that  touched 


all  who  knew  her.  We  give  thanks  to  God  for  Edith, 
and  we  earnestly  pray  that  our  Meeting  will  continue  to 
be  blessed  by  the  example  of  her  life  and  dedication.” 

Died:  on  August  19,  1960,  William  Wolfram  at 
the  age  of  72.  He  was  a member  of  San  Francisco 
Meeting. 

Dr.  Wolfram  long  had  been  associated  with  Friends, 
having  served  with  the  American  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee in  Yugoslavia  after  World  War  I.  He  prac- 
ticed for  some  time  in  China,  and  then  returned  to 
the  U.S.  He,  Marthe  and  Jeanne  moved  to  San 
Francisco  in  1950.  Although  he  was  in  ill  health  for 
the  past  several  years,  and  unable  to  attend  meeting, 
he  continued  his  work,  with  Marthe’s  help,  until  the 
end.  A memorial  service  was  held  at  the  Friends 
Center  in  San  Francisco,  August  28. 


LETTER  FROM  THE  EDITOR 

Rega  Engelsberg  (Orange  Grove  Meeting)  points 
out  several  errors  in  the  accounts  of  the  Friends  Re- 
tirement Association  last  month.  She  gives  credit  to 
“printer’s  devils,”  which  is  very  kind  of  her,  but  we 
suspect  a mote  or  two  in  the  eye  of  the  editor!  For 
instance:  the  rentals  will  be  $200  a month  (“$2000  might 
be  a slight  deterrent”— R.  E.!);  and  the  bank  com- 
mitment is  for  90%  of  the  total  cost  of  land  and  build- 
ings. For  these  errors  we  ask  pardon  of  the  asso- 
ciation and  the  readers,  and  we  hope  the  record  is 
now  straight. 

Also,  there  have  been  inquiries  as  to  the  dead  line 
for  the  Bulletin.  Sincere  efforts  are  made  to  have  the 
paper  go  to  press  the  first  Friday  of  the  month,  so 
perhaps  this  might  be  considered  the  dead  line  for  small 
items,  with  the  time  to  receive  larger  articles  the  last 
of  the  month  preceding. 

Some  questions  have  arisen,  too,  about  the  authorship 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  issue.  I wish  to  take  full  re- 
sponsibility for  errors  of  fact  or  interpretation,  but 
to  make  clear  that  wide  use  was  made  of  the  work  of  a 
number  of  people.  Of  course,  the  most  important  source 
was  the  official  minutes  written  by  our  very  able 
clerks.  The  editor  was  also  assisted  by  a large  number  of 
people  who  offered  comments,  either  written  or  verbal- 
in  fact,  I “bled  the  brains”  of  everyone  I could.  In 
addition,  in  the  accounts  of  the  last  two  years,  cer- 
tain individuals  have  submitted  reports  on  specific  phases 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting’s  life;  an  example  is  the  excel- 
lent summary  of  the  children’s  program  in  this  year’s 
report,  which  was  written  by  Anna  Alexander  of  San 
Luis  Obispo  Meeting.  A Yearly  Meeting  report  can 
not  (and  should  not)  be  the  work  only  of  the  clerks 
and  reporters,  but  should  reflect  the  observations  of  a 
number  of  participants.  The  Bidletin  welcomes  all 
the  help  it  can  get.— Esther  C.  Richards 
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
